They are 
young, virile, full of spirit and go 
and they do not want to stay at 
home and pl.ay dominoes and sing 
Mother Goose rhymes every night 
in the week. Would you ? 

We do not provide anything for 
them to do and then we yell our 
lieads off because they go to 
other towns to dances, shows, 
skating rinks and night .spots, 
where they are not always very 
closely .supervised and then we 
say "they” ought to do something 
about it. 

Just who are “they”? Hid not 
wo better say "we” instead of 
’’they”? Did not "we” bring 
these kids into the worl.i, are wo 
not responsible for their welfare 
and also their conduct? 

Too much of our pu'olic moneys 
are spent and too many of our 
welfare projects are directed for 
the benefit of the older people. 
The kid.s are entitled to their 
share. They are too old for doll= 
ind pop guns, too young for 
night spots and poker games 
l.a't’s “wo tins” do something 
aboiij it besides stamiing around 
street corners criticising them. 

We have a lieiiutiful park on 
Sierra Madre boulevard. It is a 
very valuable piece of land ami 
the upkeep is consider:!hie. But 
practically none of us ever go 
there, and th^ reason i.s that 
there Is nothing there to attract 
you unlo.ss you play tennis.

The construction of air fields, 
from which the RAF and USAAF 
carry on their round-the-clock 
bombing of Germany and Nazi- 
occupied territories, is one of the 
biggest and most costly projects 
that has been carried out in Brit- 
ian since the beginning of the 
war. The government has not 
disclosed the number of air fields 
In use, but in area they comprise 
250,000 acres. Flying from Lon¬ 
don to Liverpool, one is never 
out of sight of an air field. The 
job of creating these air fields 
presented a staggering pro'olem; 
the construction of concrete run. 
ways alone represented a task 
equal to rebuilding the main high- 
wavs of the whole of England. 

It takes more than a global 
war, apparently, to change some 
established buying habits of the 
American consumer. He sticks 
to his preferences determinedly, 
even if he has to wait 'til the 
shooting's over to buy what he 
wants. This is evident in the 
nation-wide survey just completed 
which indicates conclusively that 
while the beer can may be gone 
for the duration it's very definite¬ 
ly not forgotten.

Before March 15 millions of dollars will be spent 
by disgusted taxpayers who look one puzzled look 
at their blanks received through the U. S. mail, 
threw up their hands ana called m professional 
auditors. 

Despite radio programs and prepared statements 
from the tax collector’s office pointing out how 
eimusingly simple the computations are, we have 
yet to meet a single taxpayer who agrees with 
these experts. The forms are as lengthy as the 
Burma Road, as fraught with obstacles on the 
straight stretch and danger on the curves. 

Everybody in Washington admits something 
must be done about it, but the cures so far of¬ 
fered look almost as forbidding as the malady 
Itself. Merging several separate taxes into one 
over-all rate seems an obvious necessity. But from 
there on the foremost prescription reads like this: 
“Then reduce the amount of that rate against a 
new taxable income to be arrived at by deducing 
from gross income those Items of expense incurred 
in earning the income, plus family status exemp¬ 
tions—and nothing else.” 

That is reminiscent of the writer who struggled 
for seven days to portray a simple love scene—and 
was amazed to find it still sounded labored. It is 
apparent at this juncture that our congressmen 
are straining their every capacity to simplify the 
tax maze. But at the present rate there is only 
one thing of which the taxpayer can feel very 
sure' relief is not in sight. And it will not come in 
time to be of any help in making the tax return 
due in March. 

Until our elected representatives can find time 
to reason their way through new income tax laws 
the average, intelligent man and woman can un¬ 
derstand, the best procedure it seems is to get out 
a stack of scratch pads and all the pencils with 
erasers in the house, plan several evenings at 
home—and then phone, youi favorite bookkeeper, 
turn the whole confusing business over to him 
with the rash, wild hope that he can riddle it out.
